There will be relief from end to end of 
the Dominion over the settlement of the 
12-week strike in the steel plants at Sydney, 
Hamilton and Sault Ste. Marie, For the 
reason that all over Canada men were thrown 
out of work, business slowed down, and end- 
less inconvenience caused by the dwindling 
supplies of steel-made articles. 


Particularly welcome will be the effect | 


on construction projects and trades, Build- 
ing has been retarded because even nails 
were scarce to the point of being unobtain- 
able. Fear that production would be long 
held up has thrown a “wet blanket’ over 
plans to put up houses, stores, shops and 
factories, 

The steel-workers voted to go back to 
work in the ratio of about ten to one in the 
three plants combined. At each point the 
vote was an overwhelming demand to get 
back on the job. This emphatic decision 
makes it improbable that further interrup- 
tion is to be feared. Building can therefore 
speed up as supplies come into being, and 
plans can be laid with confidence so far as 
future supplies of steel, tools, and steel-made 
equipment are involved, 

It is estimated that the strike cost 
$6,000,000 to the strikers and the employ- 
ers. The outlay of union funds reached 
$250,000. The companies are calculated to 
have lost $5,000,000. The remaining $750,000 
apparently represents the amount the union 


officials think the individual strikers are 
out of pocket. 
Strikes are expensive luxuries. A 


$6,000,000 loss in three months is quite 
something. 

On the basis of this showing the steel 
companies and their employees could have 
paid off one-third of the debenture debt of 
the city of Edmonton and would be no worse 
off than they are as a result of three months 
of idleness and throttled production. 


The original demand of the men at Ha- | 


milton and Sault Ste. Marie was for a wage 
Increase of 19!. cents per hour, They get 
13 cents more per hour, with 10 cents per 
hour retroactive boost back to the first of 
May — barring of course the three months 
during which they earned no pay. 

The very plain inference is that if the 
employees had asked for an increase of 10 
cents per hour in the first place — perhaps 
for a cent or two more than that — they 
could have got it without quitting their jobs, 
sacrificing three months’ pay, and paralyz- 
ing one of the basic industries upon which 
the national economy depends. 

Strikes do not pay, except in cases so 
rare as to prove the rule. 


Welcoming Veterans 


The T. Eaton Company throughout Ca- 
nada sets a splendid example to large employ- 
ers everywhere in the steps it has taken to 
mark the return to their civilian duties of 
its many employees who have served in the 
armed forces, 

In Alberta, the company entertained all 
these employees on Thursday at a special 
luncheon in the Palliser hotel in Calgary. 
Special railway cars were provided to trans- 
port Edmonton employees to this function, 
at which were present eastern directors of 
the firm, 

There is no great intrinsic significance 
to a veterans’ welcome home luncheon. But 
it implies a very great deal. It is a piece of 
symbolism that assures the former service- 
man or servicewoman of the sympathetic 
interest of his or her employer. 

It is, inferentially, evidence that the em- 
ployer appreciates the war service of the 
recipient, and a promise that the welfare of 
that recipient will be the special care of the 
firm. 

The T. Eaton Company, of course, has 
no monopoly on a sense of obligation to- 
wards the veteran. But it has chosen a par- 
ticularly graceful and emphatic way of ex- 
pressing it. 


The Weather Does Count 

Another overseas airliner has crashed in 
the woods near Gander. As in the former 
case, two weeks ago, overcast skies and fog 
were the prevailing conditions, and presum- 
ably contributed to the disaster, if they did 
not altogether account for it. 

In “bad weather” is stated in the 
despatches to have been the reason why the 
wrecked liner landed at Stephenville, a few 
miles away, instead of at the larger port. 
Further, it Stated that at the time all 
other airports in Newfoundland were closed 
because of “adverse weather.”

There can be little doubt now 
that his retirement from politics, 
in disgust at the quarrels »f poli- 
ticians and parties was intended 
to be temporary. The general evi- 
dently believes that he can offer 
his country still greater service— 
but only if the constitution gives 
him sufficient power. 

That is what alarms many French 
politicians, regardless of party— 
the ancient spectre of the Man on 
Horseback, which France has seen 
so often before as recently as 1945 
in the piteous person of Petain, 
What personal ambitions De Gaulle 
may cherish what attitude he holds 
towards the principles of demo- 
cracy whether his curious and some- 
what mystical speeches on the 
princple and mystery vo! “leader- 
ship” mean that he distrusts demo- 
cracy— these are questions which 
have not been answered and may 
never be answered. But his spec- 
ific objections to the constitution 
now being drawn are clear. 

He sums them up by proposing 
that power in the Fourth Repub- 
lic shall flow from the president 
downward, and not upward from 
the only body directly elected by 
the people, In this respect De 
Gaulle sets himself against the Bri- 
tish parliamentary system wherein 
the power descends from the King 
only as a fiction. Moreover De 
Gaulle proposes in vague terms a 
new centralization of the French 
Empire in some form of federalism 
embracing overseas possessions. 


In this lather proposal De Gaulle 
is thinking not so much of internal 
French politics as of France's rela- 
tions with the world at large, He is 
determined that France shall re- 
cover its position as one of the 
great powers of the world, an ob- 
jective which most democratic 
people everywhere will approve, 
for they know how much France 
has contributed to the world’s cul- 
ture and the world’s freedom, But 
in the present state of the world 
how is France to exercise its influ- 
ence and how is it to protect its 
own future as a major state? 

De Gaulle’s uncertainties in this 
problem reflect the uncertainties 
of the nation. He began his ad- 
ministration after the day of liber- 
ation by signing a treaty of friend- 
Ship with Russia, a renewal of the 
old tie which broke down under 
the appeasement governments be- 
fore the war, But it is pretty ob- 
vious from all his recent speeches 
that his attitude toward Russsia 
has become one of alarm,

All this must be considered 
against France’s over-riding con 
sideration its fear of Germany 
which has invaded it three times 
in less than a century. To the 
ordinary Frenchman Germany, not 
Russia, is still the great danger 
Hence the desire of nearly a 
Frenchmen for the detachment o! 
the Ruhr from Germany 

In his historic speech a few 


weeks ago, Mr, Molotov, striking 


‘the respect not only of 
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De Gaulle Re-enters 


a serious blow at French Commu- 
nists, denounced the detachment of 
the Ruhr and demanded a unified 
German state. If this left the 
French Communists deeply embar- 
rassed, since they had said that 
Russia was France's true friend, it 
also indicated to Frenchmen at 
large that the future great power 
of Europe was Russia, which now 
sits astride a large part of Ger- 
many and is busy consolidating 
Communism there. And the dawn- 
ing fear of France today is that :t 
will stand between the western 
world and the Russian giant with- 
out sufficient influence to main- 
tain itself as a great power. 

This in part must explain De 
Gaulle’s demand for a strong ex- 
ecutive, a consolidated French em- 
pire and alliances with the west- 
ern nations. For France, perhaps 
more than for any other major 
nation, the division of the world 
into two camps is a terrible danger 
and its real hope, like the hope 
of other nations, is for a world or-

LONDON— Returning to Paris; 
after a fortnight’s absence, one 


might expect to notice some ap- 
preciable advance in the work of 
the peace conference. Unhappily 
no such advance can be reported. 
The only change that can be ob- 
served is an immense increase in 
the prestige and authority of sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes. 
The recent American political 
crisis which culminated in the dis- 
missal of Henry A, Wallace has, it: 
is true, shaken confidence in the 
United States government, Partic- 
ularly has president Truman suf-| 
fered grievously as a result of his 
inept and uncomprehending con- 
duct of the crisis. But Byrnes has 
had one of the most spectacular 
triumphs in American politica] his- 
tory, Stabbed in the back while 
representing his country abroad, 
he stuck quietly to his job and re- 
lied upon the good sense of the 
average American to protect him. 


His confidence has been amply 
jutified and he has grown in sta- 
ture, not only because of his tri- 
umph but because of the way in 
which it was achieved, While Pre- 
sident Truman and Wallace were 
issuing daily — sometimes almost 
hourly—communiques to the press, 
Byrnes kept quiet and showed the 
dignity and fortitude which won 
his col- 
leagues in the American delegation, 
but of the peace conference as a 
whole. 


A notable factor in procuring 
the dismissal of Wallace and the 
vindication of Byrnes was the 
staunch and forthright conduct of 
Senators Vandenberg and Conally 
Vandenburg’s support of Byrnes 
was particularly valuable, since it 
showed this important Republican 
leader puts the interest of 
his country’s foreign policy § a- 
head of the interests of his 
own party. It would have been 
easy for him to have imitated 
the bad example _ of Wallace 
and have helped to destroy 
the national unity on foreign pol- 
icy which has been a growling re- 
ality in American politics since the 
first arrival in power of President 
Roosevelt. That Vandenbeg  fore- 
bore to do so was honorable of 
him anr serviceable to his country 

One excellent principle seems to 
have emerged from this crisis, The 
doctrine of collective responsibil- 
ity of the United States cabinet 
seems to have been firmly establi- 
shed, In England, that doctrine has 
been present as part of the British 
unwritten constilulion ever since 
1841, when at the end of a storm: 
cabinet meeting, Prime Minister 
Lord Melbourne put his arms a- 
cross the door and said: “Whar is 
the decision? Is it to lower the 
price of bread or is it not? It does 
hot matter much which, but we 
must all say the same thing.”

a better spirit in Russian policy 
it is largely due to the dismissal 
of Wallace and to the robust atli-

As long as Wallace was in tne 
cabinet, his presence was bound to 
constitute a potential threat to the 
integrity of American foreign poli- 
cy, And his friends in the “lunatic 
fringe” of American Communists 
and fellow travellers were always 
able to encourage the Kremlin to 
believe that they could procure a 
policy of appeasement. Now this 
danger has been decisively scotch- 
ed, Wallace has struck a blow and 
has failed. The carefully laid plots 
of the Kremlin for dividing Ameri- 
can public opinion and _ splitting 
the western democracies have mis- 
carried, The cause of freedom ev- 
erywhere is still menaced by Com- 
munism, but the cause is decisiyv 
ely stronger than it was a fortnight 
ago. 

Wallace today has even less in- 


fluence on the American policy 
than Harold Laski of the ULabor 
party has on the British policy 


This is an advantage not only for 
the cause of freedom but also tor 
that of peace. 

The best short comment on wWal- 
lace was made by a leading mem- 
ber of the American delegation in 
Paris, Asked whether it would be 
fair to describe Wallace as an Am- 
erican Laski, he replied: “It would 
be unfair to Laski. He may be 
wrongheaded but at least he has an 
intellect.”

It is a problem which 
strikes at the very roots of our 
society — the family and the home, 
Divorce and juvenile delinquency 
are only two of its offshoots It is 
society's public enemy No. 1.

Say Press Must 
Probe Public Men 


MONTREAL, (CP)—The “right 
and responsibility of the press to 
play the role of Paul Pry” in re- 
cording the day-to-day activities of 
public men was defended Thurs- 
day by Robert T. Elson, chief of 
the Washington bureau of “Time” 
and “Life” magazines and a former 
Vancouver newspaperman, 

Addressing the Kiwanis club of 
Montreal, Mr. Elson said: “It is 
the responsibility of the press to 
subject the leaders of a community 
to constant scrutiny...The press fails 
in that responsibility when that 
scrutiny is neither detailed, exact 
nor honest. 

“This means an invasion of pri- 
vacy, The little man caught help- 
lessly in circumstances beyond his 
control often has a merited claim 
on the clemency of editors, 

“But the public man has no right 
to privacy at all, He may compiain 
but he cannot evade this penalty 
for leadership. The day-to-day 
routine of a president, the private 
life of a prime minister are all a 
part of history.

LAC LA BICHE.—After an ab-| 
sence of 27 years the Hudson's Bay 
Company has returned to Lac la 
| Biche having purchased the store 
of A. Hamilton and sons. Mr. Hamil- 
ton is a pioneer businessman of the 
district having had a store here for 
41 years. 

The Hudson's Bay Company is | 
not new in the memory of the older | 
residents of this district. As a mat- | 
ter of fact the company was first | 


established here in 1799 and in 1919 | 


they were operating. a store here 
which was burned down in the dis- | 
astrous fire that destroyed a large | 
portion of the town on May 19 of | 
that year. The company did not re- | 
build, One of the older buildings 
which was used by the company in | 
| the early days still exists on the | 
farm of Esdras Cadieux. | 

According to the company’s re- 
cords Peter Fidler, who was the 
company surveyor 1786 to 1821 
erected the first post in Lac la Biche | 
in 1799. This post was called Green- 
wich house but the records did not 
| show any further activity until 1853, 
The records end in 1885 which was | 
not surprising because the post was 
raided by Indians during the rebel- | 
lion of that year. The next report 
is in 1887 and shows that 500 In- 
dians traded at Lac la Biche at that | 
time, The company then carried on 
| until the fire of 1919,
